Fire occured at Mortous Gup 
Wednesday night, destroyinzone 
of the 8t. Bernard Mule barns 
and causing the death of nine 
mole?, all of which were small 
bank mules, togath«r with har- 
ness and huv in the barn. Uause 
of the tire is unknown, though it 
is su-fcested that po.?«dhlv Mime 
driver « bo put his male in rhe 
barn from the mine, darum the 
earlier part 'if the night, ,, :a v 
have lighted hi* pipe an dropped 
a spark in sonu- way. 

There were twenty- four mules 
in the barn at the tune of the 
fire, all but nine of which 
gotten nut without injury. On'fe 
bad l> burned, bolted out 
fire and rau through a -t 
board fence and had ti» be k lilt* 
The total I oi* i- something like 
$1700. 

Heroic work was done tc 
the mules by H ives Jones, the 
night watchman, and Jess Cuv 
iagtou, colored, a mule driver, 
who saw fire as he was on hi 
way from the mine to put his 
mule in the burn. Mr. Jones 
had visited the barn less than an 
hour before and assisted in put' 
ting away one mule. Everything 
wii safe then xnd uo open light 
waa rued, the rule being to me 
lanters only. Neither Mr. Jones 
oor the driver knew the other 
was iu the bain while the rescue 
work went on, and each thought 
after it w,as over, that he hud 
been the only one in the bam. 
Mr Jones was kicked in »he re- 
»ion of the stomach hut was not 
disabled. These two men, work- 
ing in smoke and confusion, un- 
loosed all but four^of the mules, 
and these could not he gotton at 
and remained in their stalls.

BELGIAN CHRISTMAS CUSTOMS 
THAT ARE DYING OUT. 



Calibration of Festival Still Presents 
Much That Is Interesting— Old Cus- 




LTHOUGH not so 
keenly followed 
up as In Germany 
and England, the 
festival of Christ- 
mas, as celebrat- 
ed In Belgium, 
still presents a 
certain amount of 
Interest, especial- 
ly In respect to 
Its traditional as- 
Many of 



old 



these customs have been modified 
with a view of bringing (hem into as 
close obedience as possible witb the 
Instructions of the Vatican. 

One of the easiest tasks In this re- 
spect was the encouragement of the 
old custom of ceasing work for 12 
days after Christmas and postponing 
the discussion of all differences and 
legal disputes for the same period. 
Among the "seasonable customs and 
beliefs" which have for the most part 
ben dying out, If they are not already 
dead In many parts of the country, are 
the following: 

Christmas eve being dedicated to 
Adam and Eve, boys born on that day 
were christened Adam, and girls Kve 

Fortune telling on Christmas day 
was Indulged In; at Brussels, for ex- 
ample, the burghers assembled mound 
the Are and roasted chestnuts, listen- 
ing to their "fortunes' meanwhile. At 
Spa, a handful of salt was cast upon 
the table by the host; if It melted 
there would be a death in the family 
or else a wet year in the country, 
though if the salt remained hard a 
guest would die, if, by chance, one of 
the lights went out at the critical mo- 

Among the metal workers of the 
province of Halnaut molten lead was 
plunged Into water, and the figures 
produced by the operation were sup- 
posed to represent Incidents In the 
life of the "plunger." 

In the Ardennes, the weather for the 
coming year was determined by plac- 
ing lighted candles In walnut shells, 
which were allowed to float on a ba- 
>sln of water. If the candles went 
out the year would be a bad one, 
agriculturally speaking; 
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Nuts thrown on the fire by lovers 
foretold Joy If they burned with a 
■puttering; sorrow. If tbere waa any 

According to an eiisting belief, 
everything living changes Its position 
at the hour of midnight on Christmas 
day. Everything sown In the flelds 
that day Is bound to bear fruit — even 
though It be sown on the snow It- 
self. 

While It Is considered unlucky to 
spin flax on Christmas day, a shirt 
made from flax on that night Is "good 
for many Ills." Christmas day eggs 
always produce fine chicks. A farm- 
er could ensure good crops from his 
fruit trees by striking them w"h an 
ax on Christmas day, always provided 
that nobody went near the trees 
with a spinning wheel within 24 
hours. 

in the province of Antwerp the peas- 
ants say that a ' hellwagen" or char- 
lot of blood Is driven through the sky 
at full gallop on Christmas night, the 
explanation being that some Impious 
peasant dared to go out wood gather 
Ing with his wagon one Christmas 
night, and that, by way of punishment, 
he Is condemned to drive hrough the 
sky year by year.

Kvery person who 
repeats a piece of evil gossip adds to 
it, consciously or unconsciously . 
The desire to surprise, to be worth 
listening to. is inherent with all tale 
bearers, therefore It is next to Im- 
potsible to repeat 'a Btorv just as It 
was received. By word, by tone, by 
lifted brows, by shrugged shoulders 
we barb the shaft that it may cleave 
the wider wound; and the, person 
next in line does the same. 

This Is the way slander grows.The 
person wl o starts the tale only 
plants the seed ; it is the docens of 
repeaters who pad it out until it ob- 
scures ail that is best and truest in 
the unfortunate subject. Many a 
clean handed man. many a white 
hearted woman has been crucified 
on the crotsboard of evil speaking. 



Thou shalt not tattle; but every time 
we repeat a story that wn do not 
know to be absolutely true, we hear 
that false witness" that it forbidden. 
It is possible that tho recording hi.- 
gel writes no blacker words against 
our names than those that keep 
count of the gossip we repeat and 
the slanders we perpetuate. 

•Am I my brother's keeper?" waa 
the question asked of old. Aud the 
answer might well be that so far as 
our own tongues go we are the keep- 
er of hit fair name. We may not 
protect 1 ■ 1111 from bodily hurt or from 
ills that lie outside of our sphere ;
